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TO  THE  NOODLES  OF  THE  SPECIAL  STAFF

In  offering  the  following  remarks  to  your  notice, 
1  can  safely  say  I  am  actuated  by  no  party  prin* 

eipla;  I  am  influenced  by  no  prospect  of  gain  ; 

but  merely  a  wish  to  lay  before  you  my  thoughts 
upon  a  subject*"  of  great  national  importance.  And 
from  the  honourable  situation  which  (under  God)  I 
now  hold,  so  nearly  allied  to  yours  in  its  duties,  J 
feel  myself  fully  qualified  to  advise  on  the  present 
occasion. 

On  nights  of  general  rejoicing,  more  especially  at 
Illuminations  for  the  trinmph  of  innocence  over 
Oppression,  do  your  duty  to  the  very  letter ;  in  doing

If  you  should  ever  catch  hold  of  a  fellow,  and  any 
more  Radicals  come  to  see  what  is  the  matter,  take 
to  your  heels  as  fast  as  possible  ,*  the  ugh,  if  any  one 
of  you  should  happen  to  be  laid  in  the  mud — a  de- 
lightful situation  1— sneak  off  with  the  body,  rouse 
his  drooping  spirits  with  a  glass  of  brandy,  and  away 
home  with  him,  like  a  thief  in  bad  company  ! 

Your  most  important  duty  is  yet  to  perform,  and 
which  you  must  do  without  varying  a  jot,  otherwise 
away  flies  the  loyalty  of  the  city  of  Gotham,  and  all 
the  lucrative  views  of  favour,  place,  pension,  or  si* 
necure.  If  it  should  happen  that  a  body  of  musical** 
ly  inclined,  though  harmless  strangers  or  country- 
men, led  by  curiosity  alone,  should  ever  come  along 
the  Bridge,  let  fly  the  lanthorn  from  the  castle  of 
Coal  Keel,  and  bring  in  your  friends  the  Calmucksy 
marshal  them  '  in  military  order,  and  set  yonr  com- 
mander in  chief  at  the  head  of  them  ;  to  whom  ex- 
siltingly  cry  out,  in  the  words  of  the  immortal  bard*
